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In  Memory  of  Father  Torraco 


Assumption  College  mourns  the  loss  of  beloved  professor

The  sudden  loss  of  Associate  Professor  of  Theology  Father  Stephen  Torraco  stunned  the 
Assumption  Community  last  week.  On  Wednesday,  September  23,  Fr.  Torraco  collapsed  in  his 
Westborough,  Mass,  home;  paramedics  were  unable  to  resuscitate  him.  His  funeral  was  held  yesterday, 
September  28.  Fr.  Torraco  was  56  years  old. 

His  death  came  as  a  surprise  the  following  morning  to  many  students  and  faculty  who  greatly 
respected  the  priest  and  professor. 

"Honestly,  the  news  took  my  breath  away,”  said  senior  Laura  Brannon,  who  is  currently  enrolled  in 
Moral  Theology.  "I  had  just  seen  him  on  Tuesday  and  he  looked  perfectly  health,  and  then  to  hear  of 
this  it  was  so  shocking."  Dr.  Francesco  Cesareo,  president  of  the  College,  shared  a  similar  reaction. 
"Everyone  is  shocked  by  this  sudden  loss  and  the  gap  that  his  death  leaves  in  the  Theology 
Department  and  the  College  as  a  whole,"  he  said.  The  startling  loss  extends  beyond  the  Community,  as 
Fr.  Torraco  leaves  behind  his  mother,  Clorinda,  for  whom  he  was  the  caretaker,  two  brothers,  Daniel 
and  Ronald,  and  three  nieces. 

Born  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  Fr.  Torraco  lived  much  of  his  life  in  the  Boston  area.  At  14  years  old,  he 
set  his  sights  on  becoming  a  missionary.  "He  had  gone  to  Brazil  with  the  intentions  of  becoming  a 
missionary  priest,"  Dr.  Mark  LePain,  a  colleague  of  Fr.  Torraco  for  22  years,  explained.  "He  contracted 
Malaria  such  that  if  he  had  continued  to  live  there  it  would  have  greatly  affected  his  health." 

Torraco  returned  to  the  States  to  continue  his  seminarian  studies  at  St.  Francis  de  Sales  Seminary 
in  Wisconsin.  He  was  ordained  a  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Abaetebuba  in  1980,  though  he  would  never 
go  to  its  location  deep  in  the  Amazon  as  a  result  of  his  condition.  Thus,  Fr.  Torraco  pursued  advanced 
degrees;  earning  his  Master's  of  Divinity  from  Harvard  University  and  both  His  Master's  and  Doctorate 
from  Boston  College. 

It  was  in  his  time  at  Boston  College  that  Fr.  Ernest  Fortin  mentored  Fr.  Torraco.  "He  had  a  very 
great  esteem  for  what  he  learned  from  Fr.Fortin,"  said  LePain.  “The  debt  he  owed  to  Fr.Earnest  marked 
not  only  his  teaching,  but  his  understanding  of  things."  Assumption's  own  Fortin  and  Gonthier 
Foundations  of  Western  Civilization  Program  is  named  in  part  after  Fr.Torraco’s  much-admired  mentor. 
Fr.Torraco  was  equally  passionate  about  his  service  to  the  Sisters  of  Mercy.  "For  the  last  15  years  he 
has  celebrated  the  Eucharist  every  day,  seven  days  a  week,"  said  Sr.Ellen  Guerin,  former  Dean  of 
Studies  and  lecturer  in  Theology.  "He  was  punctual  and  he  always  gave  a  short  homily  that  was  well 
prepared."  Sr.  Ellen  noted  that  often  other  sisters  would  ask  Fr.  Torraco  for  copies  of  the  homily  so 
they  could  reflect  on  it  throughout  their  days.  She  regarded  his  patience  and  dedication  to  the  elderly 
sisters  as  "extraordinarily  compassionate."  In  the  past  few  months,  though,  Fr.  Torraco  was  less 
available  to  the  Sisters,  but  cited  his  mother's  illness  for  his  absences.  "In  hindsight  you  wonder  if  he 
wasn't  feeling  well  either,"  Sr.  Ellen  reflected.  Fr.  Torraco's  schedule  was  filled  with  not  only  teaching, 
but  various  commitments  within  the  greater  community  as  well.  In  the  mid  1990's,  Fr.  Torraco  served 
as  Editor  of  Catholic  International  Magazine.  "I  always  marveled  at  how  he  could  be  a  magazine  editor 
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and  writer  as  well  as  a  teacher,"  said  LePain.  Fr.  Torraco's  flare  for  multitasking  didn't  end  there.  Other 
responsibilities  included  Fr.  Torraco  serving  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Society  for  the  Study  of  the 
Magisterial  Teaching  of  the  Church  and  a  faculty  member  of  the  Catholic  Distance  University  and  the 
Board  of  Catholic  Experts  of  Eternal  Word  Television  Network. 

An  avid  Red  Sox  fan,  Fr.  Torraco  was  committed  to  watching  the  games  in  his  little  spare  time.  In 
addition,  Fr.  Torraco  was  a  lover  of  nature  and  break  making.  "He  was  always  trying  something  new," 
said  Sr.  Guerin,  noting  that  he  would  often  come  into  the  Theology  Department  with  a  new  treat  for  his 
colleagues  to  try.  Contributing  to  the  positive  attitude  of  the  department,  Fr.  Torraco  was  known  for 
his  humor  and  storytelling. 

"He  had  an  infectious  laugh  -  it’s  deep  and  sounds  a  little  mischievous,"  said  Donna  Hughes, 
administrative  secretary  for  Theology  and  Philosophy. 

Dr.  LePain  also  remembers  Fr.  Torraco's  sense  of  humor  fondly.  "He  would  come  in  and  spin  these 
funny,  funny  stories,"  he  said.  LePain  credits  this  knack  for  storytelling  as  part  of  what  made  Fr.Torraco 
such  an  effective  teacher. 

Fr.  Torraco  came  to  Assumption  in  1988,  serving  as  the  department  chair  from  2004-2008.  Fr. 
Torraco  made  an  indelible  impression  on  many  of  the  students  he  taught  in  his  22-year  tenure. 

"He  helped  his  students  understand  that  the  goal  of  theology  is  to  come  know  God,"  said  President 
Cesareo.  He  continued,  "He  had  a  gift  of  taking  students  from  being  disinterested  in  what  the  Church 
teaches  to  arriving  at  an  understanding  of  the  Church's  teaching  that  they  came  to  affirm  and 
personally  appropriate.  Even  non-Catholic  students  who  took  his  courses  came  to  understand  better 
why  the  Church  teaches  what  it  does." 

From  her  first  class  him,  Brannon  was  surprised  to  find  it  was  not  as  she  anticipated.  "I  expected 
him  to  not  necessarily  force  his  beliefs  on  you,  but  try  to  strongly  persuade  students  to  lead  a  very 
religious  life.  But  I  was  totally  wrong." 

Dr.  Lepain  explained  that  "Fr.  Torraco  had  an  ability  to  present  complex  things  with  a  great  deal  of 
clarity-he  was  very  imaginative  in  his  ways." 

One  way  was  Fr.  Torraco’s  use  of  Gerard  Coggins'  novel  Half-Wits  to  frame  his  Moral  Theology 
course  and  the  other  texts  around  it.  As  indicated  on  the  front  cover,  the  book  examines  "where  do 
you  turn  to  when  all  is  lost  and  you  believe  God  has  abandoned  you?"  Coggins,  an  Assumption  alum,  was 
inspired  to  write  the  novel  after  an  experience  at  Worcester’s  historic  restaurant,  The  Boynton. 
Through  utilization  of  the  text  partnered  with  others,  students  found  a  modern  way  to  relate  to 
timeless  teachings.  Fr.  Torraco  often  has  Coggins  visit  the  class  at  the  culmination  of  the  course. 

On  the  legacy.com  guestbook  in  Fr.  Torraco's  honor,  Coggins  wrote,  "Fr. 

Torraco  was  an  inspiring  teacher  and  a  great  friend-a  good  and  faithful 
servant,  and  a  blessing  in  my  life." 

In  his  death,  family,  friends  and  colleagues  fondly  remember  their  own 
experiences  with  Fr.  Torraco.  As  Assumption  mourns,  the  Community  comes 
together  to  reflect  on  the  impact  he  left. 

Dr.  LePain  stressed  the  importance  of  Fr.  Torraco’s  legacy. 

"I  think  if  we  look  to  say  what  have  we  lost,"  he  suggested,  "we  perhaps 
better  look  at  what  we  can  remember."

Dear  Graduates: 

Four  years  ago,  we  began  our  journey  at  Assumption  College  together.  I  arrived  as  the  new  president  in  July  2007  and  you  arrived  as 
freshmen  the  following  month.  As  such  we  were  learning  together.  Not  only  were  we  familiarizing  ourselves  with  the  campus,  but 
we  were  also  beginning  to  understand  why  we  had  both  chosen  to  come  to  Assumption  College.  We  were  discovering  what  was 
special  about  the  College,  in  particular  the  values  that  lay  at  the  foundation  of  this  institution.  Those  values  are  firmly  rooted  in  the 
Catholic  intellectual  tradition  and  enriched  by  the  charism  of  the  Augustinians  of  the  Assumption.  You  will  recall  that  I  introduced 
you  to  those  values  on  your  first  day  of  class,  when  the  College  officially  welcomed  you  as  students  when  it  inaugurated  the 
matriculation  ceremony  as  a  new  tradition.  You  may  also  remember  how  hot  it  was  in  the  Laska  gym  during  that  ceremony! 

In  the  course  of  the  last  four  years  you  have  been  transformed  into  a  new  person.  Through  your  courses  in  the  liberal  arts  and  in  your 
major,  you  have  been  introduced  to  new  ideas  and  new  ways  of  looking  at  the  world.  The  faculty  have  passed  on  to  you  the  basic 
knowledge  found  in  each  discipline  you  have  studied,  along  with  a  sense  of  the  inter-relation  among  all  branches  of  learning.  You 
have  come  to  a  deeper  appreciation  of  the  dialogue  between  faith  and  reason  in  the  quest  for  truth.  Through  the  education  of  your 
mind,  you  have  come,  hopefully,  to  an  awareness  that  learning  is  a  sacred  process  because  in  the  act  of  acquiring  knowledge  God 
reveals  Himself. 

However,  your  education  has  gone  beyond  intellectual  formation.  It  has  also  sought  the  formation  of  your  heart  and  soul.  Through 
the  education  of  the  heart  you  have  come  to  possess  a  compassionate  commitment  to  the  service  of  others,  realizing  that  you  have  the 
responsibility  to  take  the  knowledge  that  you  have  acquired  and  apply  it  for  the  betterment  of  the  world  into  which  we  now  send  you.

Above  all,  faithfully  live  out  the 
vocation  to  which  you  have  been  called  by  God  and  which  you  have  discovered  during  your  time  here. 

You  will  always  hold  a  special  place  in  my  heart  because  we  began  this  journey  together.  You  are  “my  class”  of  whom  I  am  proud 
because  of  who  you  are  and  what  you  have  accomplished.  Congratulations  and  God  bless  you.

Assumption  remembers  devoted  Greyhound,  Steve  Morris

For  over  40  years  Steve  Morris  dedicated  his  life  to  Assumption  College  as  both  a 
student  and  staff  member. 

"Fie  was  our  biggest  fan.  It  wasn't  just  basketball;  it  was  every  sport  and  every  athlete," 
said  men's  basketball  head  coach  Serge  DeBari.  "It  was  a  rare  enthusiasm  that's  not  part  of 
the  job  description.  He  was  a  fan  and  a  supporter  and  just  a  great  person.  He  served  above 
and  beyond. 

On  Monday,  January  24,  2011  Morris  died  of  heart  failure  at  the  age  of  60  in  his 
Worcester  home  after  suffering  from  the  flu  for  the  past  few  weeks.  Fie  served  as  Assistant 
Director  of  Athletics  of  Media  Relations.  Director  of  Athletics  Ted  Paulauskis  spoke  to  him  just 
a  few  hours  before  his  death.  "Fie  had  been  out  of  work  for  two  weeks  but  never  in  my 
wildest  dreams  had  I  thought  it  was  life  threatening." 

The  Shrewsbury,  Mass,  native  was  a  1972  graduate  of  the  College  and  upon  graduation 
was  hired  by  then  Athletic  Director  Andrew  Laska.  "Fie  started  doing  statistics  for  the  college 
when  he  was  a  student,  now  here  we  are  some  38  years  later,"  said  Paulauskis. 

During  his  time  as  a  student,  Morris  acquired  the  nickname  "Merc"  that  has  followed  him 
throughout  the  years.  "There  are  two  definition  of  how  he  got  it,"  said  DeBari.  "One  was  when 
he  made  a  basketball  move  someone  described  it  as  being  mercurial,  or  rather  fast.  Another 
one  was  back  in  the  seventies,  there  was  a  football  running  back  called  Mercury  Morris  and 
that  got  attached  to  him  too.  No  one  can  say  how  exactly  he  got  his  name,  but  both  of 
those  make  sense." 

Assumption  was  more  to  Morris  than  just  a  school.  "He  had  a  very  small  family,  no 
siblings.  His  mother  and  father  have  since  passed  away,"  Paulauskis  explained.  "So  in  many 
ways  he  loved  sports,  he  loved  the  work,  he  loved  meeting  people  and  without  a  family  this 
kind  of  became  his  family." 

It  was  his  commitment  that  made  Morris  a  beloved  member  of  the  community  during  his 
tenure  at  Assumption.  Students  past  and  present  credit  Morris'  warm  personality  and 
compassion  as  their  motivation  to  succeed. 

"Merc  was  great  to  our  team  and  me  personally,"  said  senior  men's  basketball  captain 
Michael  Baldarelli.  "He  was  a  laid  back  guy  that  would  always  joke  around  with  you  and  would 
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put  a  smile  on  your  face." 

In  a  statement  to  the  College,  President  Cesareo  wrote,  "As  Steve 
chronicled  the  intercollegiate  events  through  the  decades,  he  also  developed 
an  encyclopedic  memory  of  students'  accomplishments.  He  kept  in  touch 
with  many  of  the  former  athletes  because  of  his  personal  interest  in  their 
lives." 

Steve  Muscatello,  alum  of  2004,  reflected,  "He  did  a  great  deal  to  help 
me  over  the  years,  including  much  of  the  legwork  to  connect  me  to  my  first 
internship  at  a  daily  newspaper  back  when  I  was  a  junior." 

Dave  Nordman,  '96,  was  Morris'  work  study  throughout  the  time  he  attended 
Assumption.  He  credits  Morris  with  getting  him  where  he  is  today.  "I  was  sitting  on  the  couch 
in  his  office  one  day,  probably  in  1994,  when  the  sports  editor  of  the  T&G  at  the  time  called 
him  looking  for  a  call-taker.  All  he  said  was  something  like,  'I've  got  the  perfect  guy  for  you, 
OK.  OK.  Yup.  Yup.  He'll  be  there  on  Monday.'  He  hung  up  the  phone  and  when  I  asked  him  what 
that  was  all  about,  he  said,  'You're  working  at  the  T&G.  You  start  on  Monday."  Nordman  is 
now  Deputy  Managing  Editor  for  the  Sports  for  the  Telegram  &  Gazette.  "But  that's  the  thing 
about  Merc,  he  always  knew  what  was  best  for  you,  he  was  always  looking  out  for  you.  And 
that's  just  me.  I'm  sure  there  were  hundreds,  even  thousands  of  others  he  treated  the  same 
way,"  said  Nordman. 

"He's  made  great  contacts  through  the  years  and  for  many  people  that's  their  main 
connection  to  the  College,"  said  DeBari.  "He  was  an  icon." 

Though  his  death  came  as  a  surprise  to  the  community  those  who  knew  Morris  choose 
to  honor  his  memory  fondly,  Per  his  wishes,  there  will  be  no  formal  funeral  for  Morris,  instead 
Assumption  commemorate  him  later  this  semester.  "In  recognition  of  Steve's  like  and 
dedication  to  Assumption,  a  committee  will  convene  next  week  to  plan  a  community 
celebration  for  the  end  of  March  or  beginning  of  April,"  said  Paulauskis. 

"I'll  remember  him  for  the  pride  he  had  in  our  school,  and  for  the  significance  he 
attached  to  being  a  Greyhound,"  Muscatelli  said. 

Paulauskis  doubts  there  will  ever  be  another  Merc  at  Assumption.  Recognizing  the  value 
of  his  long  tenure  he  said,  "He's  a  person  whose  employ  will  rarely  be  seen  in  the  future  years. 
People  just  don't  work  at  the  same  job  in  their  entire  lifetime." 

For  many  more  years  though,  Morris'  legacy  will  live  on  in  the  lives  of  the  countless 
students  he  formed  bonds  with. 

"Really,  he  should  have  been  a  teacher  or  professor.  But  if  you  ask  the  thousands  of  lives 
he  touched,  he  was  just  as  important  as  any  teacher  or  professor  they  had,"  Nordman  said. 
"And  nobody  worked  harder  or  gave  more  to  Assumption  than  Merc."
